Texas Ex-Lawyer Shoots 
Ex-Wife, Then Kills Self 


AMARILLO, Tex. (UPI) - 
Walter Knapp was an affable 
West Texas lawyer with good 
looks and ready smile who won 
four 
term s 
in 
the 
Texas 
Legislature and later built up a 
good business as a lobbyist. 
But 
in 
1972, 
his 
political 
career ended with a conviction 
for stealing 
$1,200 in state- 
owned postage stam ps he used 
to buy a pickup truck. He went 
to prison. His wife divorced 
him and rem arried. Friends 
described the 43-year-old attor­ 
ney as a broken and em bittered 
man who had lost everything. 
Friday Knapp shot and killed 
his former wife on a downtown 
street, ran from police, and 
when surrounded, shot himself 
in the head. He died 90 minutes 
later in a hospital. 
His last words were spoken to 
police who told him to put down 
the gun just before he shot 
him self: “ The hell you say!” 


Knapp had stood outside a 
bookstore near the Amarillo 
College cam pus to meet his 
former wife, Nancy Blank, 33, 
who divorced him in March and 
rem arried 
on 
Thanksgiving 
Day. 
Their conversation became 
louder and angrier until Knapp 
pushed her to the pavement, 
pulled a pistol from under his 
jacket 
and 
shot 
her 
once 
through the temple. 


“ He was just depressed,” a 
'police spokesman said. 
“ He 
owed money to his attorneys, to 
everybody. 
He had lost his 
money, his wife —everything. 


Knapp fled across the street 
toward the cam pus.

Appeals Court 


Reverses Decision 


INDIANAPOLIS 
(UPI) 
- 
The Indiana Court of Appeals 
reversed the conviction of a 
stepfather for the death of his 
two-year-old stepson 
on 
the 
grounds that the only proof 
showed he had the opportunity 
but did not show he committed 
the fatal injuries. 


The decision came in the case 
of Mitchell D. Howard, Jr. who 
had been convicted in Koscius­ 
ko Circuit Court on a cruelty 
and neglect charge in connec­ 
tion with the 1971 death of 
David A. Schnell at Wabash. 
The child died after suffering a 
skull fracture and abdominal 
hemorrhage. 


The Court of Appeals opinion 
—which frees Howard unless

against him—said “at most, the 
evidence shows that Mitchell 
Howard, among others, had an

This evidence merely 
raises a suspicion of guilt and it

neglect of a child as charged in 
the affidavit."

New is 
starting his unprecedented third

Treasurer,

treasurers during full terms. 
In the early days of the state, 
a Treasurer was appointed, as 
were many other state officers 
Terms 
of appointive 
offices 
were for three years, with only 
two successive terms permit­ 
ted. 
The 
1951 
Constitution 
established both the Auditor and 
Treasurer as elected officials, 
with two year terms limited to 
two successive terms. 
New served his first two years 
in office during 1965 to 1967, 
after having served 
as 
ad­ 
m inistrative 
assistant 
to 
Governor 
Matthew 
Welsh. 
During this period, he started a 
practice of investing state funds 
over 
weekends 
and 
long 
holidays 
to earn interest, a 
practice continued 
over 
the 
years. 
Re-elected after the two terms 
of Republican 
John 
Snyder. 
New was in office when the 
Supreme 
Court 
ruled 
the 


Constitutional 
amendment 
extended the office for four 
years, with a limit of service 
eight out of any twelve year 
period. At the end of the present 
term, he will have served ten 
years. 
Jack joked with newsmen that 
the state was almost broke, 
practically down to the last $200 
million. 
Increased legislative 
authority to invest surplus state 
funds, combined with higher 
investm ent returns and in­ 
creased revenues from the 
doubled sales tax, holding funds 
for 
property 
tax 
relief 
distribution, and un-committed 
revenue sharing funds, has 
made earnings skyrocket. The 
more interest the state earns on 
surplus funds, the less taxes you 
and 1 have to pay.

He believes the practice of 
shifting low or no interest ac­

between 
banks 
for 
political purposes is declined 
and will be phased out within a 
year. The practice is in conflict 
with the theory of investment in 
come from maximum use of 
funds until they are required for 
state expenditures. 
Most states have Auditors 
appointed by legislatures, and 
also have comptrollers. New 
envisions 
one 
combined 
Department charged with fiscal 
m anagem ent for the state. 
Recently he pointed out bonding 
requirements for state officials 
should be reexam ined and 
updated in view of increased 
income 
and 
responsibility. 
Bonds have not kept pace with 
inflation.

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NEW YORK (UPI) - Now it 
is Mrs. John W. Dean III who 
is on, trial, a personal one in 
which she faces a bleak family 
situation—her husband in pri­ 
son, her mother seriously ill in 
Calf iornia. 
The betting in this corner is 
that 29-year-old Maureen Dean 
will come through courageous­ 
ly. There has to be a spine of 
steel in this beautiful woman 
whose husband, former White 
House counsel, is serving a one 
to four-year prison term at Ft. 
Holabird, a federal detention 
center in Baltimore. Md. 
Dean went to prison Sept. 3 
after pleading guilty to con­ 
spiracy to obstruct justice in 
the Watergate scandal. Three 
other form er top Nixon ad ­ 
ministration aides, Charles W. 
Colson, Herbert Kalmbach and 
Jeb Stuart Magruder, also are 
confined at Ft. Holabird. 
Mrs. Dean said the toughest 
part of the Watergate drama 
was when her husband went to 
prison. ‘‘I felt that more than 
anything.” 
The year will pass rapidly, I 
suggested, as we talked in her 
New York hotel suite. 
“ I’m not su re ,” she said. 
‘‘The first three months have 
gone so slowly.”
